On the Home 
Charlie Tells Drama 
Behind News Story 


BY CHARLES HOUSE 


Poor reader! You are too often "left out" of the 
thrilling 


events which sometimes surround the gathering of a news story. 
We assemble our facts, present them to you, but seldom tell you 


the interesting things that happen en route. 


For today, you may come behind the scene 


with me in the development of a news story 
which had me quivering. 


It began about six months ago. An ebullient 


friend. Lloyd Derus, called me: 


"Charlie, there's a fine old concert piano at 


George's Steak House in Appleton. I hear it 
once belonged to Lawrence College and that it's 
very old. 1 thought it might be a story If you'd 
care to dig for it."

Well, reader, you know. An old piano? I was 


only half Interested 


I "sat on the story" for a few weeks. Then i happened to drop 


into George's Steak House and I remembered Lloyd's call I took 
a quick look at the old instrument and I had to agree that it was 
interesting. Nevertheless, the proprietor wasn't in that day and 
nobody on the staff could help me. So I sat on the story for a few 
more weeks. 


Taea came a note from the boss. Had I beard, he asked, about 


a very old piano at George's Steak House? Might make aa inter- 
esting story! 


This is the kind of time I really move. I gathered up Lloyd 


Derus and together we went to George's to talk to the owner. 
He is D. J. Guyon, better known as "Dod" (pronounced "Dode'M. 
Dod had purchased the steak house three years ago from George 
Fiedler. The piano was part of the deal. 


Remembered Facts 


Dod remembered some facts: The piario, he thought, was built 


in 1884 (it was). It is made of rosewood, is nine feet long, and a 
concert grand made by Steinway. It had not been owned by 
Lawrence College; it was owned once by the Appleton Public 
Schools. 


Dod remembered that one of his patrons, I. L. Heiberg ol 


Menasha, had been interested enough to start a research on it. 
Heiberg had sent a letter to Dod and informed him of what he 
had discovered. Bat, too bad! The letter was missing. 


I contacted Mr. Heiberg. Yes, he had researched the piano. He 


had written to Steinway and Steinway explained it was not their 
policy to reveal the names of early buyers of their instruments 
But Heiberg had checked the piano back to the Heid Music Co. 
And also the Appleton public school system had once owned it. 


Checked Schools 


I checked the public schools. No information was available; 


nobody remembered it. (Later research showed that the school 
system obtained the piano, nobody knows where, in 1939). 


Now I called on Peter Held of the Heid Music Company. I was 


MW on the right track bat my big thrill was coming later. 


Heid was cooperative and informative. Yes, he remembered 


the instrument. He had seen it on the stage of the high school. 
Kids were jumping on it, dancing on it, abusing it. It was prac- 
tically "junk," he said. He purchased it (for $100). 


Piano Refurbished 


All summer long his staff worked on it, especially L. A. Bie- 


ritz. Next Heid contracted with a fine cabinet maker, Al Engel, 
to have a bar-top made for the piano. To refurbish it, Heid spent. 
be said, hundreds of dollars. 


Heid had remembered something when he was in the armed 


forces. He had played in the Army band led by Wayae King, then 
U. S. Army major. While in the service, Heid had visited the 
gfcermaa Bate} (which you will soon discover was a quaint coin- 
ddeace). At tfce Sherman, Heid had observed a "sag-along" 
piano. Cttstamm sat arwmd it and sang along with the pianist 
Held thought the idea had a potential for Appleton. 


With the idea and the refinished concert grand, he went to 


George Fiedler and talked him into buying it and using it as a 
aource of fine dinner music and a "sing-along" device. Cost to 
George: $750. It may well be the first such piano bar ever put 
into use in Wisconsin. The year was 1952. 


Big Thrif/ 


Hoping that, as a dealer in Steinway pianos, Heid could help 


as break the Steinway rule not to reveal the names of former 
owners, I asked him to write to the factory. He did, listing as 
"evidence," the serial number (54543). Then came my thrill. 


John Steinway himself answered Reid's letter. He was pleased 


to fc*ow that the piano was still giving good service. It had been 
made in the year ISM. It had been sold on Feb. 28, 1887, to 
a man named William T. Sherman, of 112 E. 125th St., New York 
City. 


Mr. Steinway didn't know, he said, if it was THE William 


Tecumseh Sherman, the great Civil War General, but maybe. . . 


Starts Dreaming 


I dreamed a little, trembled a little. If this Appleton instrument 


once belonged to this great man, I knew I had a Page One story. 


It COULD be! Sherman died in 1811. He loved music. He would 


be 17 yean old when a William T. Sherman had bought the piano. 
The general bad lived in New York in an elegant district. (The 
125th Street address now is in the garment district, but the street 
once was "elegant.") Furthermore, Sherman was born in Feb- 
ruary and the piano was bought that month. A birthday present? 
I was on Goad Nine with interest 


Now . . . it remained for me to discover if Sherman had lived 


at 102 E. 125th St. If so. I had a wonderful human interest story. 
Almost certainly Page One. 


More Research 


I discussed the probabilities with Sunday Editor Jay Joslyn 


who is a Civil War Buff and, like me, a great admirer of Gen 
Sherman. We believed we could prove that our great genera 
had once owned this lovely old piano. Adequate proof would bt 
his address. 


Jay began his research at one end, I started mine at the other. 


My first night's research was promising but not yet factual. 
Jay's work ended with a note which he placed on my desk It 
read: 


"Facts have ruined your story! Alas, on Feb. 13, 18il, Maj. 


Gen. William Tecumieh Sherman died at his home—75 W. 71st St.

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The Roofs of the Poverty Program 


In th« war on poverty which the ad- 


ministration i* pushing with obviout elec- 
tion-year overtone*, the exact type of pov- 
erty which we are warring against has not 
been very explicitly defined. 
And th« 


means of fighting this war a* i result are 
aimed more at the symptom* than the 
causes. 


President Johnson ha* defined poverty 


as meaning a family income of less than 
$3.000 a year, and declare* than one-fifth 
of American families fall into this catego- 
ry 
But as we have pointed out before 


some families can get along fairly well on 
such a cash income while others are in 
dire financial straits with considerably 
higher incomes. 


The one disturbing fact of economic 


life in the United States today is that un- 
employment continues at relatively high 
levels despite overall prosperity. 


And there is a corollary economic fact 


which may have a great deal to do with 
unemployment. And that is that corpor- 
ate profits and hence business investment 
hJS/e stagnated over the last decade. 


»

Newspaper stories have reported that 


over-all profits of private business reach- 
ed new record highs in 1963. 
But these 


primarily reflected growth in sales and in- 
creased investment. 
The rate of return 


on investment rose only slightly, reaching 
9.5 per cent against 9 per cent in 1962. 
And this is a far cry from the rate of 16 
per cent recorded back in 1950 


Between 1956 and 1963, the annual 


rate of personal consumption grew $100 
billion, of residential construction over $7 
billion, of government spending $72 bil- 
lion. A federal cash surplus of $5.5 bil- 
lion in 1956 was converted into a deficit 
of $4.1 billion in 1963. 


The annual rate of labor income grew 


$90 billion during the same period, of all 
disposable personal income by $107 billion. 


But the rate of business and profes- 


sonal income increased only $5.5 billion, 
o* net corporate profits by less than $3 
billion, and of expenditures for new plant 
and equipment $2.4 billion—an actual de- 
cline when expressed in constant dollars. 


Simultaneously unemployment jumped 


from 2.8 million in 1956 to 4.1 million in 
1963.

The tax cut proposed by President Ken- 


nedy last year and put through at Pres- 
ident Johnson's urging this year is the first 
recognition by the federal government in 
a long time that a higher rate of return 


after taxe* ii vital to expansion of 'Amer- 
ican industry and therefore increased M* 
ployment opportunity. 


Prior to this move, government eco- 


nomic philosophy was dedicated to the 
proposition that higher consumption, en- 
couraged by higher government spending, 
would do the job. 


Conservative economists have long 


argued that a substantial cutback in the 
corporate income tax rate and in the ex- 
cessively high rates in the higher and 
medium brackets of the personal income 
tax was urgently needed. The aim of such 
a program wa* not to help stockholders 
and wealthy persons amass greater for- 
tunes, but to augment savings, increase 
incentives for the most productive in- 
dividuals and to widen employment op- 
portunities. 


For private industry to invest in new 


products, new plants, new machines and 
new jobs, prospective profits must be ade- 
quate when weighed against the risks in- 
volved. Government today is by far the 
greatest profit eater any business is up 
against, and the best management cannot 
reduce that cost.

If the Johnson administration is really 


serious about its war against poverty, if it 
is worrying about the unemployment prob- 
lem after November as much as it is be- 
tween now and the election, there is an 
obvious course to follow. 


That course is to reduce government 


spending to the point where further tax 
relief can be granted businesses and in- 
dividuals. 


It took 160 years—from 1789 to 1948 


—for federal spending for civilian pur- 
poses to reach a total of $7 billion. But it 
took only another 16 years—from 1948 to 
1964—to boost it to $46 billion. 
If this 


rate of progression were to continue for 
another 20 years, virtually all income and 
product in the United States would be 
channelled, through and distributed by the 
government. 


Now that we have made a small start 


in tax reduction, and now that President 
Johnson is at least orally committed to re- 
ducing federal spending, the time is ripe 
for the federal government to declare its 
steadfast belief in returning the manage- 
ment of the American economy to free en- 
terprise, to letting individuals and bus- 
inesses spend their own money at their 
own incentive rather than having the gov- 
ernment do it for them. 


Such a program would accomplish the 


most the fastest to reduce poverty.

On the House 
Charlie Tells Drama 
Behind News Story

Poor reader! You are too often "left out" 
of the thrilling 


events which sometimes surround the gathering of a news story.

I took 
a quick look at the old Instrument and I had to agree that it was 
interesting. Nevertheless, the proprietor wasn't in that day and 
nobody on the staff could help me. So I sat on the story for a few 
more weeks.

• very old piano at George's Steak House? Might make an inter- 
esting story! 


This is the kind of time I really move. I gathered up Lloyd 


Derus and together we went to George's to talk to the owner. 
He is D. J. Guyon, better known as "Dod" (pronounced "Dode"V 
Dod had purchased the steak house three years ago from George 
Fiedler. The piano was part of the deal. 


Remembered Facts 


Dod remembered some facts: The piano, he thought, was built 


in 1884 (it was). It is made of rosewood, is nine feet long, and a 
ci cert grand made by Steinway. It had not been owned by 
L-wrence College; it was owned once by the Appleton Public 
Schools. 


Dod remembered that one of his patrons. I. L. Heiberg of 


Menasha, had been interested enough to start a research M it 
Heiberg had sent a letter to Dod and informed him of what he 
had discovered. Bat, too bad! The letter was missing. 


I contacted Mr. Heiberg. Yes, he had researched the piano. He 


had written to Steinway and Steinway explained it was not their 
policy to reveal the names of early buyers of their Instruments. 
But Heiberg had checked the piano back to the Heid Music Co. 
And also the Appleton public school system had once owned it. 


Checked Schools 


I checked the public schools. No information was available; 


nobody remembered it. (Ldter research showed that the school 
system obtained the piano, nobody knows where, in 1939). 


Now I caned on Peter Heid of the Heh) Music Company. I was 


•ow on the right track but my big thrffl was coming Inter. 


Heid was cooperative and informative. Yes, he remembered 


the instrument. He had seen it on the stage of the high school. 
Kids were jumping on it, dancing on it, abusing it. It was prac- 
tically "junk," he said. He purchased it (for1 $100). 


Piano Refurbished 


All summer long his staff worked on it, especially L. A. Bie- 


ritz. Next Heid contracted with a fine cabinet maker, Al Engel, 
to have a bar-top made for the piano. To refurbish it, Heid spent. 
be said, hundreds of dollars.

It had been soU on Feb. 28, 1887, to 
a man named William T. Sherman, of lit E. 125th St., New York 
City.

Starts Dreaming 


I dreamed a little, trembled a little. If this Appleton instrument 


once belonged to this great man, I knew I had a Page One story. 


It COULD be! Sherman died in 1881. He loved mnsk. He would

Th, general had lived in New York in an elegant district. (The

once was "elegant.") Furthermore, Sherman was born in Feb- 
ruary and the piano was bought that month.
